It will be admitted that the two 
essentials for an effective and substan- 
tial restoration of Roman Catholic 
privileges are : 

1. The right to levy school taxes. 

2. The right to participate in the 


legislative school grant. 


Without thesy privileges the separate 
schools cannot be preperiy carried on, 
and without them therefore, any pro- 
fessed restoration of privileges would 
be Lilusory. 


It may be held that the power to 
eollect taxes for school boards by our 
formed educational statutes were con- 
ferred by virtue of the provisions of , 
eub-section 2 of seetion ‘“” of the 
British North America act, and not by 


Virtue of the provisions of section 22 


‘Fofthe Manitoba act. If this view be 


well founded, then that) portion of the 
act of IS) which abolished the said 
icht to collect taxes is not subject to 
tppeal to Your exeellency-in-couneil, 
nel the remedial order and any sabse- 
quent legislative act of the parlament 
of Canada (In so faras they may pur- 
store the said right) will be 


to re 


As to the legislative grant, we hold 
thatitais certaimly within the control 
of the legislature of the provinee, and 
that no part of the public funds of the 
province could be made available ter 
the support ol the separate schools 
Without the voluntary action of the 
legislature. It would appear therefor 
thatany action of the parliament of 
Canada looking to the restoration of 
Roman Cathohe privileges must to be 
of real and substantial benetit be sup 


| plemented by the voluntary action of 


the provineial legislature. 


It this be the case nothing could be 
more unfortunate from the standpoint 
of the Roman Catholic people them, 
selves, than any hasty or peremptory 
action of the part of the parliamie nt ot 
Canada, because such action would 
prob ably produce strained relations 
andtend te prevent the possibility of¢ 
restoring harmony. 


We espeetfully suggest to your 
excelleney-in-couneil that all of the 
above considerations eal! most strong: 
ly for full and careful deliberation and 
tor such a course of action as will 
avold irritating complications. We 
deom it proper alao to enll attention to 
the fact thatitus only a tew months 
since the latest decision upon the sub- 


jeet Was given by the judien! comuniit 


tee of the privy couneil. Previously 
to that time a majority of the’ mem 
bers of the legislative asse mibly ol 
Manitoba had either expressiy or 
impliedly given pledges to their con 
stituents which they feel in honer 
hound all to fulfil. 


We understand that it has een late 
ly sugyested that private funds of the 
Roman Catholic church and people 
had been invested im school buiidiogs 
and land that are now appropriated tor 
publie school purposes. No evidene 
of such fact has ever beon latd before

45 Blown Up. 


Fall River, Mass.. June 14—Henry 
Langley’s harness shop, a four stery 
building, 14 County street, was blown 
up by naphtha this morning. Over 
forty men Were at work in the building 
at the time of the explesion and only 
six have thus tar been take out of the 
wreckage. The fate of the others is 
unknown, 

It is now definitely ascertained that 
there was forty-five men and women 
inthe building at the time of the ex- 
plosion. Nine of them are reported to 
have escaped alive. Seven bodies have 
been takon out of the ruins so far. 
This leaves twe nty-nine to be account- 
ed for. The tire department, the 
police, and all the doctors in’ the eity 
are at the scene. 

The catastrophe was eaused by a 
new boiler exploding in the basement 
of the building. It blew out the entire 
end of the structure and allowed the 
upper tloors to settle into a mass of 
ruins. Flames communicated with 


the ruins seon after the explosion and 
began to burn brisklv. The tiremen 


rushed to the scene and made herote 
efforts In their endeavors to reseue the 


imprisoned work people. The shrieks

THE REMEDIAL ORDER. 


MANITOBA’'S ANSWER THERETO. 


' Resolution as Prorosed in the Legislature 


—Memorial to the Goyernor-ia- 
Council. 


According to adjournment. the Mani- 
toba Legislature met on Taursday, June, 
13th. 

After the nsual routine of opening At- 
torney General Sifton yave notice that on 
Moncav next the House would take into 
consideration a resolution on the school 
question. Itisa very lengthy dccument 
znd is framed in the form of a memo- 
ria! addressed to His Excellency the 
(;overnor-General-in-Council. The mem- 
orial first recites at length the clanses of 
the remedia! order and fu us up their 
effect on the ‘egisiation of the province. 
The reply is then made in the follo wing 
words 

“The privileges whic h by the said 
order we are commanded to restore to 
our Roman Catholic fellow citizens are 
cubstantially the same privileges which 
they epj ryed previously to the year 
1899. Com pl iance to the terms of the 
order would restore Catholic separate 
chools with no more satisfactory guar- 
antees for their efficiency than existed 
priorto the said date. 

“The educational policy embodied in 
our present statutes was adopted after an 
examination of the results of the policy 
theretofore followed under which the 
separate Roman Catholie schools (now 


sought to be restored) had existed fora | 


period of upwards of nineteen vears. 
fnesaid schools were found to be in- 


letlicient. As conducted under the Ro 


man Catholic section of the board of 
education they did not possess the atri- 
butes of efficient modern public schools. 
Their conduct, management and regu- 
lation were defective. As a result of 
leaving a large section of the population 
with no better means of education than 
was thus supplied, many people grew up 
in astate of illiteracy. So far as we are 
aware there has never been an attempt 
made to defend these schools on their 
merits, and we do not know of any 


ground upon which the expenditure cf | 


public mouey in their support could be 
justitied. 

“Weare, therefore, compelled to re- 
spectfnliy state to Your HExceliency-in- 
counei that we cannot accept the re- 


sponsibility of carrying into effeet the | 


terms of the remedial order, 


“Objections upon principle may be | 


taken to any modification of our educa- 
tional statutes which would result in the 
esablishment of one or more sets of 
epar.ste schools. Apart, however, from 
theoljections upon principle there are 
eriois objet tions from a practical edu- 
cational standpoint. Some of these ob- 
jections may be briefly indicated : 

“We labor under great difficulties in 
maintaining an efficient system of prita- 
ary education. The school taxes bear 
heavily upon our people. The large 
amount of land which 1s free from sci:ool 
taxes and the great extent of councry 
over Which our smail population is scat- 
tered present ovstacies to efficiency and 
progress. Loe reforms etl-cted im 1s90 
have given an impetus to educational 
werk. vut the ¢ talus which are in

ion, no hasty action should be taken, but |

MIAGARA’S GORGE. 
iGIN AND HISTORY BEING IN- 
V&STIGATED. 


Prof. Gilbert on the Subject—Searching 
for Information Among the Glaciai De- 
posits North of the Whirlpool—Velocity 
and Depth of the Water in the Rapids. 


The orizin and history of the Niagara 
gorge has always been among the most 
interesting problems scientists have had 
to deal with. It is a subjection on which 
the most learned have differed, and to-day 
there is more or less discussion as to its 
forination and aga. 
Prof. G. K. Gilbert, geologist, who has 
been connected with the United States 
Geological Survey, Washington, D.C.. 
ever since Is7, is making a most careful 
study of the falls, the gorge and the river. 
This is not Prof. Gilbert's first visit. to 
the Falls This matter of the Niagara 
River's history has commanded his atten- 
tion before, and facts he learned on his 
previous visit gave him such food for 
thought that he has returned to battle 
with the mysteries of the river and the 
gorge, and perhaps learn new facts about 
the ice age pertod hereabouts.

The first point in the treatment of ear- 
ache is to remove, if possible, the cause of 
the inflammation. Should there be a 
collection of wax in the ear, it should be 
softened by a drop or two of oil or by in- 
jections of Warm water or milk, and then 
removed. ; 

The inflammation may then be directly 
attacked by placing hot flannels, cither 
wet or dry, over the orifice of the ear. If 
the pain is very severe, what is known as 
w laudanum fomentation may be applied. 
This is made by wriniging a flannel out 
of boiling water and turning a little 
Isudanum over the surface of the h,

Injections of hot water may also be 
made directly into the ear, great care be- 
ingtaken not to force the liquid too 
abruptly. 

If there is a discharge from 
mild solution of carbolic acid or borax 
should be used every day until it ceases. 
The usual duration of a case of inflamima- 
tion of the ear is from two to three 
weeks. —Youth’s Companion.
